Mr. Justice’ Duff Grants EEA “Until He Geasea to be 
_ Employed in Agricaltaral Labor"'—No Personal Con- 
cession or Class Favor Considered 


OTTAWA, Dec. 8.—Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice Duff has given judgment inj the 
first test case brought before him, as 
Central Appeal. Judge, for the ex- 
emption of a farmer.. The appeal was 
made by. W. IT. Rowntree in respect 
of bis xon W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario; 
No. 421, which refused a claim for ex- 
emption.. The son was stated to be an 
experienced farm hand who: had been 
working on the farm for tht past seven 
years continuously ever since leaving 
school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 1590 actes 
near Weston, Ontario. With the ex- 
ception of a soung ‘brother he is the 
only male help of his father on the 
farm. 
years. 

In-granting the man exemptiqn un- 
til “he ceases to bo employed in agri- 
cultural labor,’’ Mr. Justico Duff said : 

“The Military Service: Act.does not 
deal with the subject of the exemption 
of persons engaged in the agricultural 
industry; and the question which it is 
my duty to decide is whether the ap- 
plicant being,; and” having been, as 
abore mentioned, habitually and effect. 
ly engaged in agriculture ang in labor 
essential to the:carrying on of agricul- 
tural production, ought. to be exerpt- 
ed under. the: provisions of the Mili- 
tary Servite Act.’
